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©reading System 
Being Reviewed 
At Suffield High

Suffield: Administrators are in the process of 
evaluating the grading system at the high school to 
develop a refined policy which will take effect in the 
1986-87 school year. 

One concern to be dealt with is the pass-fail grade 
option in existence at the high school for the past 
several years. Board of Education members questioned 
the legitimacy of this grading system at a previous 

meeting. , . 

High school Vice Principal Robert Cecchim and Prin¬ 
cipal David Johnson attended Tuesday's board 
meeting to express their support for the pass-fail 
system, and to explain its intention. 

According to Cecchini, the pass-fail option was 
developed to be used by special education students 
who are having difficulty in academic classes. Pupil 
Planning and Placement Team (PPT) summaries done 
on these students sometimes request the use of pass- 
fail grading, instead of the usual letter-grade system. 

In addition, the system is used for students carrying 
sixth and seventh subjects in academic and honors 
areas, so the student is not penalized for taking a 
general course. 

'In a letter to the board and superintendent, Cecchini 
stated, "Because the use of the pass-fail option has 
always been intended to be restricted or limited to a 
few specific situations, most students have not had 
any reason to use this option." 

He noted at the meeting that there are less than 12 
students involved in the pass-fail system in all four 
grades, excluding special education students. 

Also in this letter, Cecchini explained that the prac¬ 
tice is not widely known because it applies to only a 
few students. 

He went on to say that he would not like the practice 
to change and administrators "like the discretion of 
handling each case separately and in the best interest 
of the school and individual." 

Board member Mary Ann Muska brought up the 
point that some students and parents are unaware that 
the opportunity exists to take classes on a pass-fail 
basis. . 

She added that she fears the system is being abused 
by some students who are using the option to avoid 
getting a low letter grade in a class. This way, the stu¬ 
dent could improve his/her class rank and have a better 
chance at college and scholarship acceptances, Mrs. 
Muska explained. 

High school student Michelle Dion, who is also a 
Board of Education representative, informed the board 
that the pass-fail option is not widely known in the 
school and she feels this is unfair. "Not everyone 
knows about it, and some students have taken advan¬ 
tage of it (by increasing their class rank.)" 

Cecchini noted that students do receive credit for a 
class they take on pass-fail, however, the grade is not 
computed in the students' quality point average (QPA). 

Chairman Robert Newman remarked, "We would 
like to see a sense of fairness regarding this problem, 
and the system should not be used to attract students 
to courses they would not normally take for fear of get¬ 
ting a low grade." 

Cecchini said, "If there is any injustice being done 
here, Dr. Johnson and I will sit down and correct that." 
He added that once his study of the high school 
grading system is completed and a policy is finalized, 
it will be published in the students' course selection 
guide and the principal's bulletin. . 

He agreed to report to the board on this matter after 
the first of the year, 1984.

Gym Repairwork To Begin Shortly

Southwick: Repairs on the recently water-damaged 
high school gym floor are slated to begin within a 
week, in accordance with the Tuesday vote of the 
School Committee. 

Cost of the repair work, estimated to be $9898, will 
be paid by Allied Roofing of Carlisle. The floor was 
damaged by unexpected rains after the roof had been 
opened for repairs. Allied Roofing has been contracted 
to reroof all Southwick schools, the Town Hall and the 
Consolidated School building, an $800,000 job. 

According to officials from M. Frank Higgins of 
Boston who will be doing the floor work, repairs should 
take about two weeks to complete. Higgins will replace 
200 sq.ft, of damaged wood, completely sand and re¬ 
paint the entire floor, and then reseal it with three 
coats of sealer. 

The committee also discussed replacing the 
carpeting in the high school library. Although no cost 
estimates have been accepted yet by the committee, 
they expect to replace the carpeting in sections. They 
plan to replace large sections in coordinated colors 
over a three-year period in order to minimize the 
capital expense in one year. According to committee 
members, some of the heavily trafficked areas are so 
worn, the carpeting may become a safety hazard. 

In other business, the committee appointed recent 
Southwick High graduates Lynn Billings, '82, and 
Laura Geryk, '81, as co-advisors for the cheerleaders. 
They will share the $310.00 stipend. The committee 
also appointed eighth-grade, developmental reading 
teacher Mary Halpy as Powder Mill Student Council 
Advisor for $100. 

In accordance with an earlier decision of the com¬ 
mittee, Pennie Sibley will serve as early childhood 
liaison project counselor. Her salary, $7,703, will be 


paid through Title VI funding. Ms. Sibley, who has 
been on the special needs staff for several years local¬ 
ly, will continue to work 2Vi days per week. Her present 
salary will be paid by the local board until the first 
week of November. 

At their October 18th meeting, the committee will 
discuss a proposal for several time-release days for 
high school students. The staff has requested five half¬ 
days in order to complete the self-evaluation programs 
in connection with the school revaluation in the spring. 

Although the committee acknowledged the exten¬ 
sive time required for this self evaluation, they feel that 
half-days do not particularly benefit students and 
cause unnecessary expense with buses. Many students 
either do not attend school at all or accomplish very lit¬ 
tle academically on half days, they noted. 

The committee will consider allowing a full day for 
staff work instead of the two half-days proposed. 

According to officials, if other classes are in session, 
the local school department is credited with holding a 
full school day. If classes were to be cancelled for one 
day at the high school, they could still be‘held at the 

middle and elementary schools, they explained. 

***** 

The school board approved a policy of home educa¬ 
tion wtiich would allow parents to have children taught 
without attending school. Although Southwick has not 
had requests from parents to teach their children at 
home, one such request has been approved by the 
Granville School Committee, said School Union 
Superintendent Louis Josselyn. This town's action will 
ultimately effect Southwick he said because Granville 
students attend Southwick High School.

The committee recognizes the right of parents to 
choose alternate methods of educating children but 
notes that all such action is subject to approval by the 
committee. Under the approved policy, school 
authorities will consider the competency of the propos¬ 
ed teachers, the time spent teaching y subject materials, 
and adequacy of texts used. 

Under an approved plan, the school officials will 
periodically evaluate the child's progress in accor¬ 
dance with the standards and guidelines of the school 
committee. 

Although the committee approved this policy for 
home education, they are still awaiting legal opinion 
concerning what type of diploma to award a student 
who completes the necesary high school graduation re¬ 
quirements while not attending the public school. 

The home education policy, adopted by Granville 
and now a Southwick School Board policy, has been 
suggested by recent Superior Court action regarding 
education received at home. 
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Commissioners Approve Suffield Applications

Suffield: The applications of the Town of Suffield 
and Dr. Gary Russolillo were approved at the October 
4th meeting of the Suffield Conservation Committee. 

Dr. Gary Russolillo plans to move an 18th century 
house from Southampton, Mass, to a site near his 
home on Russell Avenue. Russolillo intends to restore 
the house and use it for guest lodgings. The Conserva¬ 
tion Commission granted the couple conceptual ap¬ 
proval. Final consent is being withheld until a formal 
site plan is submitted and reviewed. 

Conservation Environmental Consultant Dr. Robert 
Kortmann endorsed the Town's plan to enlarge and 
replace the canal culvert passing under Phelps Road. 
Kortmann feels the culvert will accommodate any 
future renovations of the South Pond outlet. 


Prior to the commission meeting, a public hearing 
was held regarding Joe Rouleau's application to build 
a home on 31.4 acres north of Hale Street. The civil 
engineer representing Rouleau explained proposed 
plan to cross Stoney Brook with a driveway atop a 
culvert system. It was the consensus of the commission 
that water flow would not be impaired nor wetlands 
seriously impacted by the driveway. However, serious 
reservations were voiced regarding the home s ac¬ 
cessibility during flood periods. Hearing no significant 
disapproval from the public, Rouleau's application 
was tentatively scheduled for final consideration at the 
October 18th commission meeting. 

In final action, Art Christian was elected commis¬ 
sion chairman. Serving with him will be Glenn Ne.lson 
as vice chairman, Barry Sisk as clerk and John Smith as 
treasurer. 


Further Engineering Work Needed On Transfer Station 


Southwick: Because the latest plans to repair the 
transfer station bridge will still require engineering ap¬ 
proval, work on the structure is expected to be delayed 
until next summer. 

The bridge, only access to the transfer station, spans 
Great Brook. In times of heavy rainfall it is usually 
washed away. 

The town received $40,000 from the state to make 
emergency repair after the first washout in June, 1982. 
Since that time several temporary structures have also 
washed-away. 

The latest plan, which has preliminary approval of 
town officials, consists of using two of the present 
culverts, replacing two culverts and using railroad ties 
and stone from the demolished railroad bridge to hold 
back the sides of the brook. 

A study committee estimates this can be done with 
the remaining emergency funds of about $36,000. 

Selectmen felt because of the importance of the 
bridge in relation to the brook and town use of the 
road, the plan should be approved by a professional 
engineer. 

The board also feels the Conservation Commission 
should be consulted because of the effects on the 
wetlands area and to determine if an evironmental im¬ 
pact study is necessary.

Because of the need to retain an engineer, work is 
not expected to begin until the water levels lower in the 
summer. The committee had hoped to have construc¬ 
tion begin in November and completed before the 

heavy water season in the spring.

The comprehensive preliminary plan regarding sep¬ 
tic system management is now available for public 
viewing at the town hall. 

The document will be open to the public for 45 days, 
until a scheduled public hearing on November 29th. 
According to Charles Dauchy of Ward Engineering, no 
final action can be taken until the final report is ac¬ 
cepted by a town meeting vote, 


The document deals with construction, repairing 
and funding septic systems in town. Community type 
systems are proposed for lakes and center areas and 
on-site repair recommended for other problem areas in 
town. The project can be reimbursed up to 94 percent 
with federal and state funds.

The board also took under advisement complaints 
against Tumble-In regarding noise and traffic pro¬ 
blems during outside parties held at the Feeding Hills 
Road establishment. 

Several area residents were present at the Wednes¬ 
day meeting along with Tumble-In owner John Hansen, 
who was accompanied by legal counsel.

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Consolidated Funds 
Approved By Finance

Southwick: The Finance Committee, at its monthly 
meeting Monday, October 3rd, voted to raise the fun¬ 
ding ceiling to cover architectural fees for renovating a 
section of the Consolidated School building. 

In a unanimous decision, the committee approved 
spendingup to $2,000, half of which would be financed 
by the Southwick Senior Citizens Club. The committee 
also set aside funds not to exceed $500 to be used for 
advertising and paperwork needed for bidding. This 
money is to be used at the discretion of Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Norman Storey. 

The Council on Aging (COA) will meet Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 17th at 8 p.m. to discuss the Finance 
.Committee's latest proposal. 

If the COA and the Senior Citizens Club approve the 
Finance Committee's offer, the town will move ahead 
with the application for state funding to aid the renova¬ 
tion of the Consolidated School building. 

COA Chairman Art Redfern contacted the towns of 
Granville and Tolland, hoping to gain their support in 
obtaining a regional grant of up to $25,000. However, 
only Tolland expressed any real interest. This ''Discre¬ 
tion Competitive" grant allows for communities to 
compete for state aid to benefit the elderly. 

***** 

In other business,the library has recently requested 
funds from the Finance Committee to install a new out¬ 
door hatchway. The old hatchway has been leaking 
rain water into the library basement. The price of a new 
hatchway is expected to cost anywhere from $125 for a 
wooden model, upwards to $400 for an all-metal 
model. The committee will seek firm estimates from 
library trustees. They voted not to expend over $400 on 
this project. 

Selectmen can expect a letter later this month from 
the Finance Committee requesting that budget hear¬ 
ings be completed by January 1, 1984. Finance Com¬ 
mittee members hope to meet with department heads 
to discuss their views regarding budgets and additional 
budget requests. 

In closing, the Finance Committee discussed the 
feasibility of hiring a full-time executive secretary to 
aid the three, part-time selectmen in running the 
business of the town. The committee plans to study the 
issue further.

Accordina to Donald W. Goodrich, a municipal con¬ 
sultant for the Connecticut Public Expenditures Coun¬ 
cil, a Hartford-based, non-profit research agency, the 
adoption of a charter enables a town to "govern itself 
in a slightly different manner than what state statutes 
call for. It determines how and by whom powers are ad¬ 
ministered." 

He informed the commission that 58% of the 
municipalities and 90% of the population in Connec 
ticut are governed by charters. He endorsed the 
previously rejected 1976 Suffield charter as an ex¬ 
cellent model. 

According to Commissioners Chet Kuras and George 
Greenleaf several of the changes suggested in the 1976 
charter have been incorporated into present town 
operations. 

It is the hope of the First Selectman and Commis¬ 
sioner Kuras that the new charter will avoid the 
political pitfalls which defeated past efforts. Chair¬ 
woman McCarty echoed these sentiments, adding, 
"Suffield is our primary concern."

Mike Barnicle, columnist for the Boston Globe,on 
September 16th, 1983, wrote, "I was just thinking.,.1 
stay out of restaurants that don't know the difference 
between a frappe and a milkshake." 

That is not a new controversy. In fact, different loca¬ 
tions define them differently. My own concept has 
always been that a milkshake is just that, syrup added 
to milk with no ice cream. A frappe is a milkshake with 
ice cream whipped into it to make it thick and foamy. 

Sundae School, an old-fashioned / ice cream parlor in 
Dennisport on Cape Cod / backs my definition up. 

Their made-on-the-premises ice cream (they invite 
you to watch the process) is top quality and their in¬ 
novative flavors outnumber the famous 28. Their 
statistic show that vanilla is the most popular. They 
claim that is due to sundaes, since vanilla is a better 
base for most sauces. They have done some research 
on the origin of the sundae which they outline in their 
folder: 

In 1874, Robert Green added syrup, cream, and ice 
cream to sweeten carbonated water, thus inventing the 
ice cream soda. Prohibitionists in the midwest declared 
soda water intoxicating and outlawed sodas on Sun¬ 
day. A drugstore fountain attendant got around that 
restriction by putting the syrup on top of the ice cream, 
thus the world's first ice cream for Sunday was created. 
The spelling was changed to keep some pious folks 
from objecting, and by the turn of the century, the sun¬ 
dae, as we know it today, was famous. 

And oh, what sundaes at the Sundae School! In fact, 
you can be innovative yourself; such huge concoctions 
carne^t^th^ol^ashioned, ice cream parlor tables
